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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


l'o the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


In comphance with the law your commissioners present 
for your consideration their report for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1907, together with a statement of the financial 
condition of the county at the end of the year, which is ac- 
companied with the other reports required by law, viz: those 
of the superintendent of the county farm, jail, clerk of the 
Superior Court, solicitor, sheriff, treasurer, auditors, county 
farm physician, and chaplain, to which is added a copy of 
the proceedings of the county convention. 

The county farm and house of correction is still under 
the care and management of Mr. and Mrs. Whitman, who by 
their almost continuous services for nineteen years have kept 
the institution in good condition. 

They are well known to the citizens of the county, and 
the ability and fidelity which they have displayed in the 
discharge of their duties during these years has won many 
words of commendation, not only from previous boards of 
commissioners, but from the citizens generally. 

The commissioners concur with the superintendent in his 
idea of giving a name to the house, other than the ‘‘county 
farm’’ or ‘‘alms house’’ and are willing and consent that it 
be ealled ‘‘Maplewood Home’’ as suggested, and hereafter 
it will be called and known by that name. 

The prisoners at the house of correction have been em- 
ployed as much as possible about the farm, and other work, 
and improving the real estate generally, yet the character, 
habits, state of health of a large portion of the prisoners, and 
the short sentences, necessarily makes the maintenance of 
them quite an expense in the aggregate. 
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The matter for caring for the outside poor is by far the 
most difficult one with which the commissioners have to deal. 
We have endeavored to use the utmost care in giving as- 
sistance, and to such only as the county is bound to provide for. 
The item of mileage and tickets is quite large, but the same 
was incurred in consequence of several families who have been 
aided, so that they could return to the land of their nativity, 
and to their own people, where they had friends who could 
aid them and who wanted them to return. One whole family 
went to sunny Italy, one or two to Canada, and others else- 
where. 

The jail for the past year, as for many years previous, has 
been under the efficient and able management of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. S. Tuttle. They are to be commended for the care 
and fidelity which they use in the discharge of their duties. 

At the present time the county buildings are in first-class 
condition and repair. 

The timber upon a portion of the farm has been sold at 
public auction during the past year. It was sold for the sum 
of twenty-eight hundred and fifty dollars, but at this time 
nothing has been paid and no deed has been given. 

J. A. Craig, M. D., of Westmoreland, has looked after the 
needs of those at the farm who needed medical assistance as — 
far as his health would permit, and C. 8. Walker, M. D., of 
Keene, for the outside poor, and in a manner both pleasing 
and satisfactory. 

The agents in the towns have discharged their duties with 
such businesslike tact that it has been of great benefit to the 
commissioners and made their work less difficult. 

We wish to extend our heartfelt thanks to one and all 
who have had business with the commissioners, for the fidelity 
with which they have conducted the same, and the courtesy 
shown us.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Citizens of 

Cheshire County: 

It seems to me that it might be well to change the name of 
this institution from Cheshire county farm to something more 
eheerful—of course the place will always be the Cheshire 
County Farm. As we all realize it is rather unpleasant for one 
to be told that they must go to the county farm for support, 
and it is more distasteful for relatives and friends to reconcile 
themselves to the thought of sending any one here to become a 
pauper in name, yet it is no disgrace to be a worthy poor—that 
is if one becomes so from adverse fortune, or by some mishap ; 
or going farther we may say that there are some good honest, 
hard working people, yet lacking in good management, have 
failed to amass sufficient of this world’s goods to enable them 
to be self supporting in their declining years and strength, and 
it is most certainly a very disagreeable task for the commis- 
sioners or overseers of the poor to be compelled to send them to 
the county farm, but I feel sure that if it was to be said that 
they were going, or had gone to some home, it would not be so 
hard for many who are supported outside by the county, wholly 
or in part, to come here; as one is no more a pauper here than 
in some private family and not self supporting, or trying to 
eare for themselves with the assistance of the county, and 
under such circumstances as render their condition less tenable. 

Having now been superintendent ,here for nearly nineteen 
years, I can state as a fact that we have received many families 
and individual cases that were in such want and filth as could 
or would not be tolerated here for one hour, and I presume to 
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say that had it not been for the name of county farm, they 
might have been induced to come here long before their condi- 
tion rendered it the duty of the commissioners to compel them 
to come. 

The words of the song, ‘‘There is no place like home,’’ are 
very touching, but in many cases this is preferable to some 
homes that some are trying to maintain by the help of county 
assistance outside, as we most certainly do what we can to 
make this a home in reality to those who come to us and are 
willing to do their part to make things run smooth and pleas- 
antly. : 

Now I would suggest the name of ‘‘Maplewood Home,”’’ 
as being appropriate, and if the commissioners approve of this 
name it may be called ‘‘Maplewood Home’’ in the future. Then 
it will not be necessary to say one must go, have gone, or are 
at the county farm; our stationery can be printed so that the 
inmates of the home will not shrink from using it for fear that 
it announees the fact that they are at the county farm. 

Yes, they will be here; but there is so much in a name— 
some are much more significant than others. 

It will be observed that there have been fourteen more 
admitted to the home in 1907 than in 1906, ten more dis- 
charged, the same number of deaths, and two less remaining 
January 1, 1908. 

In closing, I wish to thank all who in any way have con- 
tributed to the comfort of the inmates; also we wish to thank 
the employees for their part in carrying on the work here, as 
we realize the importance of having a sufficient staff of effect- 
ual assistants in the work of maintaining a home of this kind.

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the County of 
Cheshire : 


Gentlemen :—I beg permission to submit my report as phy- 
sician for Cheshire county almshouse for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1907. 

Nothing has occurred during the year that needs special 
mention in this report. The institution in respect to the quan- 
tity and quality of wholesome and well cooked food: clean and 
sanitary condition of rooms, beds and bedding; classification 
of inmates; a humane indulgence for the unwilling poor who 
have striven as best they could to escape the reproach of being 
supported at the expense of the public; the perverted and those 
of deficient mentality; the observance of Christmas, attended 
by all that the holiday implies by the distribution of presents 
to each from a tree; the comforts of steam heat during the day 
and at night when the temperature is below twenty-five de- 
grees; electric lights in halls and in all wards; the serving of 
food in the rooms to all who are not able or do not care to come 
to the table; the providing of extras by order of the physician, 
or otherwise if requested; the hourly visit of the night watch; 
a splendid executive system, the result of earnest and able 
effort on the part of past and present commissioners, and the 
long institutional experience of superintendent and matron, all 
combined without exception to make this a modern and model 
institution. 

In your report of 1906 you recommend that better facili- 
ties should be furnished for the care of the sick. I heartily 
coneur in your judgment in this particular recommendation, 
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and while improvements have been made to facilitate toward 
their comfort, I trust that the coming year you will continue 
to exercise the same effort as in the past, and feel confident 


that nothing will be omitted that can reasonably be accomplish- 
ed.

Tt might be interesting to know that Keene has contributed 
70 of this number, Hinsdale 68, Walpole 9, and Alstead 1. 
In 1907 there were 172 original commitments—by original 
I do not mean convicts who have escaped and returned—of 
these Keene furnished 149, a decrease of 79; Hinsdale 16, an 
increase of 52; Walpole 4, an increase of 5; Jaffrey 1, Spofford 
1, and West Swanzey 1. You will notice that I mean by 
decrease, a decrease under no license, and by increase, an in- 
erease by license. It seems to me that we are likely to receive 
something lke these figures every year, and I hope the time 
will come when the county may provide a suitable place for 
this class here at the farm, as we can use a portion of them to 
good advantage.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 

Gentlemen :—I submit the following report for the year 
ending December 3ist, 1907. 

At the October term, 1905, Thorniad J. Rawley was, upon 
his plea of guilty, convicted of selling spirituous liquor and the 
case was continued for sentence. There was also an indictment 
against him upon which he had paid a fine and been sentenced 
to six months in jail, the latter being suspended. Having se- 
cured evidence that Rawley was again selling, I put him in jail 
in October last. The former sentence was set aside as being il- 
legal and he was sentenced by the Court to spend sixty days in 
jail on one of the other indictments. This sentence has now ex- 
pired. Rawley in October, 1905, on his plea of guilty, paid $200 
fine, which is the penalty imposed by the license act. Through 
his counsel he has made a claim for the return of this fine, or the 
excess of it over and above the amount authorized by the pro- 
hibitory law, which applies to his case. In my opinion he can- 
not maintain an action for the recovery of this money, and I 
therefor advise you not to allow the claim. 

At the April term, 1907, of the Superior Court, the follow- 
ing cases were disposed of: 

George B. Wilkins was indicted for practicing medicine 
without a license. The case has not as yet been tried. 

George R. Curtis was indicted for larceny of money in Fitz- 
william. He pleaded guilty, received a sentence of one year in 
jail and to pay costs of prosecution. The sentence was suspend- 
ed, he being a young fellow, and the court being of the opinion 
that he should be given a chance to reform. 
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John Robbins was indicted for keeping a disorderly house 
in Keene. The case has never been tried and will undoubtedly 
be discontinued as the defendant is under guardianship. 

William Porter was indicted for larceny of a horse. He 
pleaded not guilty and during the trial of the case, the solicitor, 
owing to the nature of the testimony and of the character of the 
state’s witnesses, moved the court to direct a verdict of not 
guilty. 

Fred L. Felch was tried for assault. He pleaded not guilty, 
but the jury found him to be guilty. The court assessed a fine 
of $5 and payment of costs of prosecution. 

Joseph E. Smith was indicted for counterfeiting. Before 
the matter was brought to the attention of the solicitor, Smith 
had left the state and, as ali the money had been refunded, it 
was not thought wise to put the county to the expense of extra- 
dition, which would have been necessary. 

Archie Peters of Keene was indicted for robbery. He has 
not yet been apprehended, although the officers have been on 
the lookout for him. 

Frank Mack was indicted for burglary of the house of 
Wellington Wells of Harrisville, and arson of the house of Mrs. 
Calvin Davis in Roxbury. He pleaded guilty of the former and 
received a sentence of not less than five nor more than seven 
years in state prison. He pleaded not guilty to the charge of 
arson, but after the state’s case was partly in, retracted his plea 
and pleaded guilty. The case was continued for sentence. 

Kdwin M. Phillips was indicted for selling mortgaged pro- 
perty. He has never been apprehended, being out of the state 
at the time of the indictment. 

Edward E. Willard pleaded guilty to an indictment charg- 
ing robbery and to one charging sodomy. On the first he re- 
ceived a sentence of not less than three nor more than five years 
in state prison and the latter was continued for sentence. 

Charles H. Bellows was indicted for keeping liquor for sale 
and for keeping a disorderly house in Richmond. He was not 
arrested, he having fled the state before the sitting of the grand 
jury. During the term an information was filed against him 
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and Fred A. Prescott, who owned the house in which the illegal 
business was conducted. This was an information under the 
statute asking to have the place declared a nuisance and the 
nuisance abated. The premises had been vacated at the time 
of the filing of the information and the illegal acts stopped. An 
agreement was therefor entered into and placed on file in the 
matter that at any time the solicitor deemed the public interest 
to require it, a decree should be entered declaring the premises 
a nuisance and such nuisance abated. This has been one of the 
most notorious places in the county, but also one of the most 
difficult to secure evidence against. | 

Charles J. Fitzgerald of Surry was twice indicted for arson, 
one indictment being for setting fire to the hotel and the other 
for setting fire to the dwelling house of Francis F. Field. 
Through his attorney he pleaded not guilty by reason of insani- 
ty. Under the statute the court directed him to be committed 
to the State Hospital at Concord for examination as to his sani- 
ty. The superintendent of the hospital, Dr. Bancroft, reported 
that he was a degenerate and therefor incapable of compre- 
hending the nature of the act committed and recommended 
that he be retained in the State Hospital. No hearing has here- 
tofore been held. Fitzgerald, however, escaped from the hos- 
pital some time since and has never been apprehended. 

David D. Reeves of Drewsville was indicted for keeping 
liquor for sale and keeping a disorderly house in Drewsviile. 
He fled about the time the grand jury sat and has never been 
apprehended. An information was filed by the solicitor under 
the statute against him and Dennis Brennan, the owner of the 
house, asking that the house be declared a nuisance and such 
nuisance abated. The matter was continued and subsequently 
the premises were burned so that the information has been dis- 
missed. 

Harvey Lesure was brought before the court for contempt 
for failure to appear before the grand jury when summoned to 
do so by the solicitor on behalf of the state. The court assessed 
a fine of $5 and costs, which were paid. This was done in order 
to serve as an object lesson to other persons who might be sum- 
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moned to appear as witnesses on behalf of the state, there 
appearing to be a false impression that fees must be paid in 
advance 1n such cases. 

At the October term the following proceedings were had: 

Three informations were filed against the Cheshire Express 
Company, one alleging keeping liquor for sale, and another 
asking for the dissolution of the corporation, while the third 
was against the company and Elizabeth M. Gale, and asked 
for the abatement of a nuisance. The first was dismissed. On 
the second a decree of dissolution was made. On the last a 
decree was entered declaring the premises to be a nuisance 
and ordering the nuisance to be abated. An indictment was 
also found against the company for keeping lquor for sale 
upon which the court imposed a fine of $25, and costs of $264, 
which were paid. Indictments were also found against Fred C. 
Gale and Joanna F. Shea for keeping liquor for sale. These 
all related to the same place, the ‘‘Island’’ in the river opposite 
the town of Brattleboro, Vermont. The indictments against 
Gale and Shea were dropped as the object sought for had been 
accomplished, the putting out of business of this place which 
had been in existence for so many years. 

Charles F. Leonard was three times indicted, once for 
specific sale and twice for keeping liquor for sale in Keene. 
To one indictment for subsequent offence he pleaded guilty. 
The court imposed a fine of $100 and costs and a sentence of 
two months in jail. The former was paid and the latter served. 
The other two cases were dropped. 

Charles F. Webber was indicted twice for keeping liquor 
for sale and twice for specific sales. He failed to appear when 
called and his bail was declared forfeited. Frank A. Kathan 
and Albert 8. Chickering of Westmoreland were his bail. The 
bail has been demanded but not paid. 

Frank Fennerty and Roland Spofford of Jaffrey were in- 
dicted for breaking and entering a summer cottage in that 
town. Both pleaded guilty. The case was continued for sen- 
tence and they were released on their own recognizance as the 
court was of opinion that they should be given a chance to 
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correct their ways. The act seemed to have been committed 
by them in what they mistook for a spirit of adventure rather 
than maliciously. 

Anthony Paradi was indicted for keeping lquor for sale 
in Winchester. He pleaded guilty and was ordered to pay a 
fine of $25 and costs, and spend sixty days in jail. The costs 
were ordered to be paid and the remainder of the sentence was 
suspended. Paradi is a respectable Pole and apparently un- 
familiar with our American institutions and not aware that he 
was committing an offence. His prosecution will undoubtedly 
have the desired effect among this class of people. 

William White of Fitzwilliam was indicted for rape. He 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to not less than two nor more 
than four years in state prison and to pay costs or prosecution. 

Fred Perry of Fitzwilliam was indicted for rape, pleaded 
cuilty and was sentenced to not less than two nor more than 
four years in state prison and to pay costs of prosecution. 

Herbert Perry of Keene was indicted for keeping liquor 
for sale but failed to appear when his case was called. His 
bail has therefore been defaulted and has been demanded. 
Denman Thompson and Hans Brown of Swanzey were his bail. 

Joseph Fortier of Keene was indicted for keeping liquor 
for sale. The evidence was deemed by the solicitor insufficient 
to justify prosecution before the petit jury and the case was 
therefore dropped. The prosecution had been upon a search at 
which was found a considerable quantity of liquors which had 
apparently been on hand for some time. Their condition justi- 
fied the belief that the respondent’s claim, that he had them 
when his license expired on May Ist, was true. 

Charles Crone of Hinsdale was indicted for assault with 
intent to rape a child under the age of fourteen years. He 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to not less than five nor more 
than eight years in state prison and to pay the costs of prosecu- 
tion. 

James Arling of Chesterfield was indicted for assault with 
intent to kill Ernest Bryant. He pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to not less than two nor more than three years in state 
prison and to pay costs of prosecution. 
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Etta Webber of Chesterfield, the wife of Charles Webber. 
was indicted for a specific sale of liquor. She had left the state 
prior to the indictment and has not been apprehended. 

Alfred Bent was indicted for adultery with Lilly Millbury. 
The case was continued at the last term. 

Napoleon Matte was indicted for embezzlement from the 
estate of Israel Young. The case was continued. 

The only civil case of any consequence which has been 
heard during the year is the submission to the court at the 
October term of the question as to whether the town of West- 
moreland or the county of Cheshire should be charged with 
the support of a pauper, Margaret Worrel. The court decided 
in favor of the county and the town kept its pauper. 

Several minor prosecutions have taken place before the 
police courts and some parties have been sent to jail for keep- 
ing liquor for sale. 7 

There is now pending one other matter, which will be 
brought before the grand jury and a prosecution of which will, 
if successful, result in putting another disorderly house, that 
of Delia Frink of Rindge, out of commission. 

The county apparently is comparatively free from illegal 
liquor sellers. Undoubtedly there are many small places of 
business, but only where local’sentiment will aid in securing 
evidence is there much prospect of successful prosecutions. 
If people who pretend to be in favor of the enforcement of this 
law will only report violations to the proper authorities in- 
stead of making the failure to prosecute a subject of gossip and 
concealing any information in their possession from such 
authorities, the law can be better enforced. With druggists’ 
licenses granted in no-license territory, however, it is more 
difficult to determine who are violators of the law. 

The jail is still a popular place of resort for idle vagrants, 
and will continue so to be until they are made to work. In 
my opinion, it would be a matter of economy for the county 
if employment were furnished the prisoners.
